DINNER IN EAST 


New York, Feb . 14 (ZP)—In a 
speech recalling his own efforts 
to meet “the storm of 1929,” Her­ 
b ert Hoover last night summoned 
the Repub lican party to a three­ 
fold mission, including preserv a­ 
tion of “peace for America,” in 
which he said lay its greatest 
opportunity since Ab raham Lin­ 
coln.” 
Key noting the 53rd annual 
Lincoln Day dinner of the Na­ 
tional Repub lican club —at which 
Repub lican leaders from as far 
west as Colorado spoke— the 
only liv ing ex -President made 
his most vigorous attack since 
1936 upon the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration. 
The “great resolv es” of the Re­ 
pub lican party other than peace, 
he said, must b e “economic res­ 
toration” and preserv ation of the 
country ’s “high 
purposes” 
of 
freedom which “are b eing under­ 
mined b y the policies now pur­ 
sued at home and b y alien theor­ 
ies from ab road.” 
Hoover appeared on the plat­ 
form with a long list of party 
dignitaries. The second seat of 
honor was occupied b y District 
Attorney Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York, the unsuccessful gu­ 
b ernatorial candidate 
of last 
y ear. He was introduced b ut did 
not speak. 
The Hoover address was deliv­ 
ered amid general predictions of 
others who shared the platform 
with him that the Repub licans 
would win the presidency 
in 
1940; and stretched b ehind him 
was a great b anner reading: 
“1940 victory , through unity .” 
Hoover dev oted much of his 
address to developing the asser­ 
tion that the Repub lican party 
was the party of “true Lib eral­ 
ism.” From this he went on to 
say that it was his own Repub ­ 
lican administration which, in 
1930, was “the first to anriounce 
the national ob ligation that no 
American through no fault of 
his own should go hungry or 
cold, and first to organize na­ 
tion-wide relief for the unem­ 
ploy ed.” 
“And,” he said amid shouts 
from the b allroom where 
he 
spoke b efore a crowd officially 
estimated at some 2,000, “it or­ 
ganized 
relief 
in 
a 
fashion 
which ex cluded corruption, waste 
and demoralization of commun­ 
ity responsib ility . And it is high 
time to return to a sy stem that 
does not play politics with hu­ 
man misery .” 
Qther major speakers included 
Gov. Julius P. Heil of Wiscon­ 
sin. 
“The people of 
Wisconsin,” 
said Gov ernor Heil, “and the 
people of this country are tired 
of family dy nasties in gov ern­ 
ment.” 
“There is no place nor need 
in America,” he added, “today or 
ever, for one man gov ernment. 
What we need is more represent­ 
ativ e gov ernment; b etter repre­ 
sentativ e gov ernment.”

(Fro m Pa g e One) 
basilica, a freshly prepared niche 
awaited the triple coffin pre­ 
pared for the body of the pon­ 
tiff who had said he hoped some 
day to find “sweet repose” there. 
Piu s XI is the third of fiv e 
popes since the u nification of 
Italy to be bu ried in the cry pts 
of St. Peter’s. He is the first 
since the Lateran accord ten 
y ears ag o, which he helped bring 
abou t and which freed the pon­ 
tiff as “prisoner of the V atican” 
and brou g ht Italian recog nition 
of Vatican sov ereig nty . 
Pope Piu s IX, the first pope to 
die after the Vatican passed u n­ 
der the g ov ernment of Italy and 
the popes became prisoners in 
the Vatican, died Feb. 7 , 187 8, 


had chosen the g rottoes as his 
sepu lchre and added th a t he 
wou ld be v ery happy to repose in 
a place so au g u st and holy . 
The popes who are bu ried in 
St. Peter’s hav e m onu m ents in 
the basilica itself. 
These are 
cenotaphs. According to old cu s­ 
tom, the cardinals who were cre­ 
ated by the dead pope and who 
su rv iv ed him paid for the m onu ­ 
m ent. A g eneral collection is now 
being taken to add to the con­ 
tribu tions of the cardinals.
